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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Li Bassi 
et al (US 4,987,159). 

Li Bassi et al disclose a process wherein a 1-phenylindan photoinitiator 
compound is prepared by reacting 1,3,3-trimethyl-1-phenylindan with isobutyrl chloride, 
in methylenedichloride, with the addition of anhydrous aluminum chloride, at 0° C, to 
produce the corresponding isobutyl diketone. The isobutyl diketone is chlorinated with 
sulphuryl chloride in toluene to produce the corresponding chloroketone; the 
chloroketone is subsequently hydrolyzed with water and hydrochloric acid to produce 
desired an isomeric mixture of the desired 1-phenylindan derivative, wherein the 
alphahydroxyketone groups are in the 5 or 6 position of the indan nucleus, said 
compound is purified by crystallization (examples 2-6). This process anticipates the 
instant claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-13, while not anticipated, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Li Bassi et al. 

The instant claims further limit the process of the present invention to the use of 
pure 1 ,1 ,3-trimethyl-3-phenylindan as starting material, and to the use of 1 ,2- 
dichlorobenzene as reaction solvent. 

Li Bassi et al do not expressly teach that the starting compound, i.e., the 
trimethylphenylindan, is pure; however, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time the present invention was made, to use a pure, or 
substantially pure, i.e., low oligomer content, starting material, such a person being 
motivated to do so by the desire to reduce of eliminate a mixture of isomers being 
formed, if one isomer was desired over another. 

The examiner finds the use of a different solvent immaterial, absent a showing of 
unexpected results. In step (a) of the present invention, the solvent is further limited by 
the instant claims to 1 ,2-dichlorobenzene; Di Bassi et al employ methylenedichloride. 
The examiner contends that it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to employ any suitable solvent, in this case, any suitable chlorine- 
containing hydrocarbon that would have suitably dissolved the reactants such that the 
reaction would have proceeded.
